REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, 
attaching at least one pad to a bottom surface of the spool cover, that is not taught by or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 10-19 are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, 
at least one pad disposed between a bottom surface of the spool cover and the seal sensing 
contacts, that is not taught by or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claim 20 is considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, a 
bottom surface of the spool cover engages the at least one pad to force the seal sensing contacts 
to come in contact with the electrical trace, that is not taught by or suggested by the prior art of 
record.
